BRITAIN DEMANDS APOLOGY 


AND £500,000 FROM EGYPT 


FOR DEATH OF GEN. STACK 


Field Marshal Allenby, Es- 
corted by Two Regiments 
of Lancers, Presents Note 
to Premier at ‘Cairo — 


More Troops on Way to 
Scene.

CAIRO, Noy, 22.—A British note 


handed to Zagloul Pasha, the 


Egyptian Premier teday., demand- 


€da “proper apology” in connection 
With the killing of Major-General 
Sir Lee Stack, Governor-General of 
the Sudan and sirdar of the Egyp- 
tian Army and ah indemnity of 
£500,000. 

Lord Allenby, British High Com- 
missioner in Egypt, who delivered 
the note, was escorted to the Egyp- 
tian Premier's office by the entire 
Sixth and Sixteenth Lancers. He 
asked that a reply to the note be 
given by tomorrow. | 

The British note, which is vir- 
tually a 24-hour ultimatum, reaf- 
firmed the absolute right of the 
British Government to protect for- 
eign interests in Egypt, and it calls 
upon the Egyptian Government to 
cease all opposition on the point. 

The note demands the prosecu- 
tion of the inquiry into the’ crime 
with the utmost energy and with- 
out respect for persons, and that 
condign punishment he inflicted 
‘upon whoever and whatever the 
culprits may be and irrespective of 
their age. 

Zagloul Pasha sought an audi- 
ence with King Faudé at once and 
it was expected he would resign the 
premiership. - 

Lord Allenby spent five minutes 
with the Premier. On leaving he 
received the royal cavalry salute. 

Further Demands. 

The note furthermore holds in 
reserve a revision of the condi- 
tions governing the retirement of 
Fritish officials from Egypt and 
insists upon the retention of Brit- 
ish judicial and financial adviser. 

The note also demands the pro- 
hibition of political demonstrations 
withdrawal of Egyptian offi- 
cers and units from the Sudan, the 
Sudanese troops to come under the 
control of the Sudan Government 
proper. 

The body of Gen. Stack was laid 
to rest today amid scenes made im- 
pressive by military display and 
solemnity. 

Crowds lined the streets. heid 
back by troops. In the gathering 
at All Satnts’ Church were Field 
Marshall Viscount Allenby; Lady 
Allenby: former Premier Asquith, 
Prime 


diplomatic corps in full re- 
galia, as well as the leading repre- 
sentatives of every foreign commu- 
nity in Cairo.

The streets along the route to 
the cemetery were jammed with 
the populace, the balconies and 
even the roofs being packed. As the 
cortege entered the opera square 
an artillery salute was fired aid a 
squadron of airplanes’ circled 
overhead. There was.another vol- 
ley from the guns as the proces- 
sion passed the scene of Wednes- 
day's assassination. 

Yesterday large crowds _ filed 
reverently past the coffin in Al 
Saints Church. The coffin was 
covered with the Union Jack, while 
the Sirdar’s helmet and sword 
rested on the lid, 

The Egyptian Government and 
press express the view that just 
and reasonable satisfaction will be 
given he British Covernment for 
the assassination of Gen. Stack, 
but declare that if the “British de- 
mands exceed the limits of equity 
and meke the crime a shield for 
realization of imperialistic aims,’ 
neither Premier Zagloul nor any 
other Egyptian Premier can satsfy 
them and a grave crisis might 
arise. 

A strike has been called in the 
Cairo schools as a protest against 
the British comment on the slaying 
of the sirdar, a dispatch states. 

While no incident occurred in 
Cairo during the funeral of the 
sirdar, advices from Alexandria, 
the message adds, report a hostile 
demonstration outside ‘St. Mark's 
Cathedral during a memorial ser- 
vice for’ the murdered official, a 
number of men shaking their fists 
and shouting “Down with the En- 
glish!” and other riolent expres- 
sions.

Kame today. The Yale Bowl was 


rupning over, it seemed, as tor- 


rents of water slithered off the slickers and oijlskins of the spectators. 


The grassy plane of the gridiron, 


well-baked by a 45-day drought, 


had a slipper surface that made movements more or less uncertain. 
Kicking under these conditions was far from an ‘exact science and fa 
the practice, rushing became sliding at times. 


The Yale team, first to get the 
plaudits of the somewhat scanty 
early crowd, broke up practice by 
rolling and tumbling along the 
sodden ground to get better ac- 
quainted with the conditions. The 
blue, overwhelming favorite to 
win, apparently decdided it must 
adjust itself ta conditions that 
might upset all pre-game calcula- 
tions. 

Yale Top-Heavy Favorite. 

The Harvard team, coming on to 
the field slowly instead of with 
the traditional snap and dash, was 
busy a moment later, tossing and 
running with the greasy ball. The 
Crimsons’ team, which came here 
as a forlorn hope, had Before it 
the possibility of turning the con- 
ditions to its advantage for an up- 
set. 

The downpour and the scenes 
accompanying it, with splotches of 
yellow and white against the drab 
background of the bowl and the 
drab background of the skies 
above, recalled the condjiieria “of 
the scenes of play in the Yale- 
Harvard game at the Harvard 
stadium last year.

Employed as Field Man. 

He was employed at Portland as 
a field man stock salesman in 1921 
and in May, 1922. resigned and 
went- to work for the Cincinnati 
Bond & Investment Co., Cincinnati 
promoting the sale in Ohio of stock 
in a Hawkins loan agency in Cin- 
ecinnati. The bond and investment 
com, any had a connection with the 
Hawkins system in that Morgan 
Wamsley. an official of the-Cin- 
cinnati concern, was a director of 
the Hawkins Mortgage Co. The 
Cincinnati! Bond & Investment Co.. 
as has been told, sent out market 
letters advising the purchase of 
Hawkins stock. 

fn January. 1923, McCallum re- 
turned to the Hawkins organiza- 
tion at Portland. and became as.- 
sistant treasurer and took an 
active part in the campaign waged 
by Hawkins to tnduce holders of 
units in the United Home Builders 
end the Co-operative League, 
housing trusts absorbed by Haw- 
kins. to exchange their units for 
Hawkins stock. 

“Market Letter” Hawkins’ Device. 

Cross-examination of McCallum 
disclosed that the Cincinnati Bond 
and Investment Co., which sent out 
market letters so worded as to give 
the investing public the impres- 
Sion they contained § disinterested 
_{nformation, was a creature of the 
Hawkins company. 

One of these “market” letters, 
praising chain store investments 
and pointing to the Hawkins chain 
of loan agencies as an investment 
. that would most certainly return 
big profits, was read in evidence. 

It was further established, in 
answers obtained with the greatest 
difficulty from McCallum, that this 
letter was worded by Hawkins at 
Portland, placed in stamped and 
addressed envelopes and sent to 
Cincinnati! by McCallum to be 
Placed in the mail there. McCal- 
Jum admitted that any one reading 
the “market” letter would never 
suspect from its context that Haw- 
kins had prepared it. 

Banker Hawkins Director, 

Morgan Wamsley, president of 
the Hamilton County National 
Bank at Cincinnati, McCallum tes- 
tifled, was a director in the Haw- 
kins company and active head of 
the Cincinnati Bona anda Invest- 
ment Co. Wamseley was the author 
of “A Banker's Honest Opinion,” 
a pamphiet circulated by the Haw- 
kins company, in which Wamsley 
praised the Hawkins organization 
and advised all, especially “widows 
with small capital and the aged,” 
to purchase all the Hawkins stock 
they “could stand.” 

McCallum added that Anthony 
A. Scheib, vice president of the 
Hawkins company. was a director 
in the Cincinnati Bond and Invest- 
ment Co. Scheib is one of the de- 
fendants. 

Judge Geiger interrupted the ex- 
amination to inauire of the witness 
if it were not a fact that Hawkins 
controlled the Cincinnati Bond and 
Investment Co. “Not exactly,” an- 
swered McCallum. ‘‘There were 
five directors, and only two of them 
were interested in thé Hawkins 
company.” : 

“Then shall I gather from this 
fact that the Cincinnati Bond and 
Investment Co. was two-fifths de- 
ception and three-fifths on the 
squere?” asked the Court.

This article was read 
in evidence and it was stated Mm a 
paragra dealing with Hawkins’ 
methods, that Hawkins had sold 
control of the Indiana National 


Life Instrrance Co., one of the nu- 


merous concerns taken over by the 
Hawkins company, to the Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co. of St, 
Louis for $185,000. Massey Wil- 
son, president of the International 
Life Insurance Co., was a\character 
witness here for William Sacks, St. 
Touts politician and one of the de- 
fendants. , 
Leo P. Harrington of Dunkirk, 
Ind., auditor of the Hawkins com- 
pany, and the tenth deféndant to 
take the witness stand, testified 
on cross-examination that it was 
known to him and other officials 
under indictment that the Hawkins 
company had not shown any prof- 
its, although financial statements 
to the contrary were being sent 
out. He was the first defense wit- 
ness to admit that officials of the 
company knew the business was 
not showing profits. 

Two former directors of the In- 
diana Rural Credits Association, a 
farm loan company that was ab- 
sorbed. by Hawkins, testified they 
had recommended selling out to 
Hawkins after a visit to Hawkins’ 
headquarters at Portland. where 
little more than a cursory examin- 
ation of the accounts of the HUaw- 
Kins company was made. At thot 
‘ime the Hawkins company was 
insolvent, but these men. William 
M Jones, secretary of the Indian. 
State Board of Agriculture, andj 
Mord Carter, banker and business 
man, both defendants. did not 
know it, they declared, and had 
no audit made. Both admitted 
‘hey were employed after the 
merger by the Hawkins company. 
and that they had sought to in- 
duce investors in the farm loan 
roncern to exchange their stock 
for Hawkins securities. 

The Rural Credits Deal. 

[t was gathered from their tes- 
timony under cross examinatior 
that Hawkins purchased aj) the 
treasury stock in the association 
by giving his note for $911.000. 
secured by Hawkins stock, and 
that once he got contro) of the 
association, a few months later. 
oy adding enough outstanding 
stock that had been traded in for 
Hawkins shares, the new truste4s 
put in contro) by Hawkins can- 
“elled the $911,000 note. 

F N Arvin, manager of the Ru- 
tal Credits Association, who had 
had a contract with the associa. 
tion to sel) its treasury stock, was 
bought out by Hawkins for $20.000 
cash and $100.000 of Hawkins 
stock. The money paid to Arvin 
was all that the d**1 had cost 
Hawkins. 

After going through this trang- 
acuon with Carter, District Attor- 
ney Elliott asked if it was not a 
fact that the Hawkins company 
with assets of $1,680,000, had tn 
reality absorbed the association 
which had assets of $2,064.000 
‘like a little fish swallowing a big 
fish.” Carter remarked that it 
“ight be so construed. 

Other Concerns “Swallowed Up.” 

The foregoing ts an example of 
the deals put over by Hawkins. In 
each case, as with the United 
Home Builders and the Co-Opera- 
tive League, the Hawkins com- 
pany, always insolvent, .swallowed 
them up, and it was invariably 
found, with one exception, that the 
astute Morton 8. Hawkins, who has 
defaulted under his bond and is a 


fugitive, was more than a match 
in sharp practices for the officials 
of those concerns. 

The one exception was Harry J. 
Bovard, trustee of the Co-Opera- 
tive League, who not only was a 
match for Hawkins in that he got 
himself on the Hawkins payroll at 
$21,000 a year, but received eight 
times more for his interest in the 
league than any of the other trus- 
tees, each of whom held interests 
equal to his own. 

In the examination of Jones it 
was also shown that Hawkins had 
hypothecated mortgazses of the 
Rural Credits Association amount- 
ing to $410,000, receiving a $50,500 
loan, which later was paid off by 
money taken out of the assoctia- 
tion. 


Charge as to the Deal. 

It is being charged by the Gov- 
ernment that Hawkins took over 
the association, not to operate it 
for the benefit of stockholders, but 
to loot it. Both Jones and Carter 
averred that they believed the 
Hawkins company was prosperous 
when they voted with other direc- 
tors to sell control of the Rural 
Credits Association, and while no 


money appears to have passed di* 
rectly to them in the transaction, 
the Government has shown that 
they were given employment by 
Hawkins. 

Jones was sharply questioned ty 
Judge Geiger, who is presiding, 
concerning an agreement he had 
with Hawkins to induce stockhold- 
ers in the association to trade in 
for Hawkins stock. It had bean 
shown that one group of stockhold- 
ers in the association had employed 
an attorney and that, to avoid trou- 
ble, Hawkins had quietly settled 
with them, and then pursued his 
campaign to trade other stockho) i- 
ers out of their investment. Jones 
voluntarily stated that Hawkins 
had told him any stockholder had 
the option gf cash if he did aot 
want Hawkins stock. 


Questioned by Judge. 

“Do you believe that Hawkins 
meant to buy those contracts?’’ 
asked Judge Geiger. 

‘“That’s what he said,” 
answered. 


“Then why didn’t you inform the 
stockholders that Hawkins would 
pay cash?’’ 

“That part of the agreement 
came later,”” Jones explained. 

The Court was insistent. 

“Do you mean that when anyone 
squawked, Hawkins would settle to 
avoid trouble?” 

“We were not advertising 
cash option,” Jones countered.

STATE CRIME SURVEY 
TO BEGIN SOON 


Chancellor Hadley Heads Ex- 
ecutive Comm.ttee — Fund 
of $50,000 Needed for 
the Work. 


A State-wide survey of crime, de- 
signed to determine whether’ the 
present system of criminal legal 
procedure or enforcement of laws 
by. officials is at fault, will be in- 
stituted in the near future by the 
Missouri Association for Criminai 
Justice. at a cost of approximately 
$50,000, whicl will be raised by 
popular subscription. 

The board of directors of the as- 
sociation met yesterday at the 
Chamber of Commerce Building 
and selected an Executive Commit- 
tee of which former Gov. Herbert 
S. Hadley, now chancellor. of 
Washington University, is chair- 
man. It also divided the terms of 
30 members of the‘ board into 
three classes of one, two and three 
years each. A Nominating Com- 
mittee was named to select a presi- 
dent, two vice presidents, a secre- 
tary, treasurer and a paid operat- 
ing director, with the approval of 
the Executive Committee. 

View of Hadley on Survey. 

Chancellor Hadley pointed out 
that the scope of the survey should 
be limited to an investigation of the 
system and enforcement of crimi- 
nal laws and not wander into the 
field of sociological and economic 
features that .ead to the commis- 
sion of crime.

Felt Guilty of Sin.

after lunch. After that Clarence 
was alone in the house with his 
mother for a time. Clarence said 
he left home at 1:45 to attend a 
class which he has from 2:30 to 
3:30, and that he stopped in the 
university libr@ry on his way to 
class. At 3:30 he returned home, 
merely having to cross the street. 

It now appears that his brother, 
Milton, returned home ahead of 
him at 3:15 to change into his 
football clothes, .and that as he 
came downstairs at 3:25 he found 
that his sisters had come in. They 
complained about the odor and 
Milton went down to the furnace. 

He opened the door a iittle and 
apungent smoke poured into his 
face. He thought his mother had 
thrown the rabbit skins in the 
fire, slammed the door and went 
out on the football field. 

When Clarence cameina few 
minutes later he went down to the 
furnace and then up to his room 
and threw himself on his bed. The 
Rev. Mr. Sheathley returned from 
his pastoral calls at 4:45, took lit- 
tle Alice out to the nearby store 
with him to make some purchases 
and returned shortly after 5. 

In the meantime Clarence had 
gone over to the campus and was 
tossing a football about with some 
boys. After he returned the odor 
was stronger than ever and his 
father went to the furnace and 
found his wife’s body in it. 

The Rev. Mr. Sheathley and the 
four children are remaining for a 
few days with his brother, Valen- 
tine M. Sheathley, a prosperous 
farmer in Paris, ©., about 125 
miles northeast of here.

But 
if the Government had asked me 
who Ray Renard associated with 
I'd have told ’em in a minute. 
i'd have named the defendants be- 
cause I know Renard bummed 
with that gang.”’ 

It was brought out at the hear- 
lig that the Government, in the 
trial, could not have obtained an 
answer to the question of whether 
tenard was an associate of the de- 
fendants, because the reputation of 
the defendants could not be made 
an issue unless they chose to take 
the witness stand themselves. Most 
of them avoided testifying. Ex- 
penses of the St. Louis policemen 
to Quincy were paid by the de- 
fense. 


Two Not Summoned. 

The testimony of Lieut. Walton 
and Sergeant Peter hycGauley, an 
alibi, witness for the defense, was 
also read at the hearing, but the 


officers were-not summoned, as no 
one in the audience was prepared 
io propound any questions to them. 
The session concluded with a 
lengthy report by Chief of Detec- 
tives Hoagland, who is still in 
Qunicy. 

Chief Hoagland reported that he 
had been unable to confirm rumors 
concerning the presence of police- 
men at a party given by Colbeck, 
and said he was forced to believe 
there was no foundation for the 
rumors. 

Concerning the alleged drunken- 
ness of Lieut. Murphy, Chief Hoag- 
land found that a detective lieuten- 
ant was arrested on the streets of 
Quincy the evening of Nov. 11, 
about 8:30, after he had made him- 
self obnoxious. He was taken to 
the station in a patrol wagon and 
later was smuggled to his room in 
the hotel* through the basement. 
His room key corresponded to a 
key number held by. Murphy at the 
hotel. Hoagland said that the in- 
toxicated officer's last words to his 
benefactors, after he had been put 
to bed, were “God bless you.” 

Hoagland found that Colbeck and 
some of the other gangsters were 
at the Rendezvous, a roadhouse, 
during the evening of Nov. 11 and 
that they had had vaudeville per- 
formers at the,resort during the 
late, evening. The proprietor of 
the place told him that “Chippy” 
Robinson, one of the defendants, 
was intoxicated, and that Colbeck 
bundled him into a taxicab and 
sent him to the hotel, saying, ‘‘He’s 
been on the route for a year, and 
now he’s drunk up here,”’ meaning, 
Hoagland said, that Robinson had 
been drinking for a year and was 
still at ft. 

Dyer Thanks Department. 

Before the meeting concluded 
Horace L. Dyer, special Assistant 
Attorney-General, who prosecuted 
the mail robbery ease, declared he 
“did nat see anything in Sergt. 
McGauley’s testimony to cause him 
to be brought before the board.” 
Dyer also took occasion to thank 
the department for its help in the 
case, méntioning Detective Lieyten- 
ant Robert Kaiser, Detective Ser- 
geant Ben Heggeman and Detective 
Charies Busch particularly for their 
meritorious work. 

Following the meeting, the board 
members, including Brockman, 
Howard, former Chief of Police 
William Young and Richard Moore, 
retired with a committee com- 
posed of Dwight D. Currie, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion; Circuit Judge Grimm, Special 
Prosecuter Dyer, Sam B. McPhee- 
ters, former president of the board, 
and City Counselor Senti.

Judge English Holds William- 
son County Witnesses Were 
Under Court’s Protection. 


Ku Klux Klansmen of William- 
son County, Ill., who were stripped 
of their “artillery’’ by the police in 
the three days they attended hear- 
ings of liquor cases in which they 
were the complaining witnesses in 
Louls 
this week, were given back their 
revolvers yesterday afternoon by 
Chief Barry. This action followed 
demands by United States Marshal 
White, who informed Chief Barry 
he had been ordered by Federal 
Judge English to obtain the klans- 
men’s weapons. 

Marshal White told Chief Barry 
Judge English took the _ positfon 
that the klansmen were Govern- 
ment witnesses and were under 
protection of the Court. Chief 
Barry conferred with Assistant 
State’s Attorney Freels, who in- 
structed him to comply with the 
order of Judge English. About 25 
weapons were returned. 

Return of the weapons to the 
klansmen necessitates the dismis- 
sal of charges of carrying con- 
cealed weapons that have been 
preferred against them. 

Constable Threatens Officer. 

An automobile load of klansmen, 
returning to Williamson County 
yesterday afternoon,. after court 
had adiourned until Monday, were 
arrested on Lake Drive on the out- 
skirts of East St. Louls by Walter 
Vincent, a motor cycle policeman 
of the Park Board. on a charge of 
speeding.

purposes. But even while it was 
thus ‘intruding on the civil admin- 
istration of the nation, the army 
gave evidence of being animated by 
its ideals. Whether this idealism 
sought expression in a liberal or a 
reactionary program mattered lit- 
tie.

The military “juntas” bstablished 
in Spain during 1919 were nothing 
more than soviets, but soviets of 
men in uniform, and admitting no 
One except the military to mem- 
bership, 
to Colonels. These caste soviets in 
inverted Russian style betrayed all 
the appetites of a social class which 
has suddenly become conscious of 
its importance and wishes to ex- 
plolt its opportunities. 


We have already said that the 
monarchy was determined to flat- 
ter the army and shape it to its 
own likeness so as to be sure of its 
support. As soon as the army dis- 
covered it was indispensable to the 
rulers, it demanded, through its 
juntas, increased pay and extrava- 
gant privileges, and finally succeed- 
ed in establishing in the very heart 
of the nation a special class with 
certain definte privileges. As a 
result the Spanish argiy haag_suc- 
ceeded in making its position both 
intangible and impregnable. In 
Spain one can freely argue against 
anything, even the Almighty, but 
the man who ventures to oppose 
any act of.the military is at once 
hustled off to prison and brought 


before a military tribunal, even 
though he may be a civilian.

Strengthens the probability that 
Mars is fitted to support life,” said 
Robert G. Aitken, astronomer at 
Lick observatory of the University 
of California, in a lecture here last 
night. 

He went on to explain, “if, as 
many observers believe, the green- 
ish tinge of great surface areas in 


tha.early Martian summer is due 
to vegetation, then undoubtedly 
animal life, at least of low form, 


\is present, for the two are always | 


co-existant onveour earth. This is| 
not at all improbable, but it car-'| 
not as yet be regarded as definitely | 
established.” 

Aitken pointed out that from 
observations astronomers in general | 
have reached the conclusion that | 
Mars has both air and waters on 
its ci but not enough water 
fo creat@any permanent ocean or 
even great lakes, and  hardty 
enough air to make the atmos- 
phere as dense as our own at the 
height of our highest mountains. 

“Because of this relatively low 
density of atmosphere and the fact 
that area for area Mars receives 
less than half as much light and 
heat from the sun as falls upon 
the earth, the general opinion has 
been that the mean temperature of 
Mars must be very low, probably 
far belaw freezing. No general 
agreement can be said to exist as 
to the precise form and interpre- 
tation of the finer detail of the 
planetary markings. 

Temperature Above Freezing. 

“The decided advance made at 
the recent opposition is along two 
lines. At the Lowell observatory, 
Flagstaff, Ariz., and at the Mount 
Wilson observatory, near Pasadena,

Atmosphere 100 Miles Deep. 

“By analogy we are led to the 
inference that the images of Mars 
on the ordinary photographic 
plates are the images of its outer 
atmosphere, whereas those on the 
red sensitive plates give pictures of 
the true surface of the planet. If 
this is correct, it follows that Mars 
has a considerably greater depth 
of atmosphere than had been sup- 
posed, possibly a depth of 100 to 
120 miles, and that in its general 
qualities it may resemble our own. 
It will not be so dense as our own 
because the attraction of gravita- 
tion on Mars is only two-fifths as 
strong as at the surface of the 
earth. The polar caps on the or- 
dinary photogrephic plates will 
then be cloud or haze caps, which 
may cover a smaller true ice cap 
on the surface of the planet. 

“This interpretation fits the ob- 
served facts well, and taken In con- 
junction with the temperature 
measures, strengthens the proba- 
bility that Mars is fitted to sup- 
port life. 

“Further than this, we cannot 
go. The nature of the so-called 
canals is still in dispute, but it may 
be sald positively that we have so 
far no observational evidence that 
they are artificial or that intelli- 
gent beings exist on Mars. All

One 
member, though, has an idea. A friend 
has died that morning and he suggests the 
dead man be immediately elected to mem- 
bership. Done. The Colonel (a bachelor) 
goes to tell the widow of theig desire to 
render Military Honors, and she is  sur- 
prised her husband had never mentioned 
being a member, but the Colonel explains 
this away, and the funeral is held—out- 
shadowing the rival company. Incidenta}- 
ly the Colonel falls tn love with the Widow, 
and the ending is happy. It might not be 
amiss here to pay a bit of tribute to Host. 
Hie has never been equaled. His plays were 
many. They were genuinely funny. If you 
saw one once. you went again. You could 
take your wife. or mother, er your best 
girl, and you were aiways sure of never 
passing a bad moment, or wishing you had 
not come. In length of continuous runs, 
Hoyt’s “A Trip to Chinatowh” is exceeded 
by only one play (I believe)—*“Lightnin’.”

A striking feature of the show was 
that the public as a whole has taken 
radio into its everyday routine. The ju- 
venile element wag strong in the throngs 
which passed from booth to booth, care- 
fully studying each of the new develop- 
ments in the art of making broadcast 
listening easy, comfortable and worth 
while, 

Side by side with the offerings of 
leading American manufacturers were 
those of 20 famous foreign concerns, 
England, Japan, France, Germany ani 
Italy were represented. The Italian and 


Japanese displays failed to arrive in this 
country in time for the New York Show 
and as a consequence this was their first 
showing in this country. 

Among the absorbing exhibits were 
two tuning forks, electrically wired by 
Japanese engineers. Nobody, including 
the most proficient of radio students at 
the big show, could say for what purpose 
these Japanese mysteries might have 
been intended. 

When one of them was connected to 
batteries, it emitted a clear, sweet mu- 
sical tone. The other device, when re- 
moved for a distance of 200 feet from its 
mate, blithely breaks into musical note 
of its own, quite different, but harmo- 
nioys. 

Tiny sets, gigantic sets, loud speakers 
so small that a large thimble would hids 
them, odd new styles in vacuum tubes 
radio receivers in polished rare woods 
that would grace a prince’s living room, 
loud speakers inlaid with pearl and list- 
ing at a price near to $250—they were 
all to be found at the radio show ina 
most bewildering profusion. 

Pyradiolin ts a new material on view 
at the show for use as panels for radio 
receivers. It is made in black, red and 
brown mahogany to simulate grained 
wood. The manufacturers contend that 
its electrical constants remain practical- 
ly unchanged under varying atmospheric 
conditions, 

There were handy paper bags with 
handles for carrying advertising matter 
and descriptive circulars which were 
passed out sd plentifully by pretty girls 
stationed at nearly every booth. 

One neutrodyne set is encased in an 
African mahogany cabinet the front of 
which opens and closes. When closed 
it looks like an old Renaissance chest. 
When opened, the lowered front panel 
can be used as a writing desk for con- 
venience of fecording stations. This set 
operates with storage batteries. 

The feature of the German exhibit is 

a collapsible loop antenna which pack’ 
site a permanent cylindrical carrier. The 
inductance consists of 14 turns of Litzen- 
draht wire. This wire is made up of 60 
strands of No. 38 gauge copper wire 
woven into three cables of 20 strands 
each, which in turn are wound into one 
strand with double green silk insulation. 
The woodwork of the loop is of mahog- 
any finish, and all metal parts are of 
high nickel finish. A circular metal ta- 
ble graduated into degrees of an arc 
is placed at the base of the loop so 
that the angle of reception may be ac- 
curately determined by a pointer at- 
tached to the loop. An innovation Js 
the tapped loop winding by means of 
which it ts possible to use the loop 
equally well on long and short waves. 
The winding is connected in sections to 
a series of binding posts located on the 
upright arm, 

The honor of yeceiving the message 
which started the 1924 show was be- 
stowed upon a set not intended for com- 
mercial purposes. The message which 
was sent by Hiram Percy Maxim, presi- 


dent of the American Radio Relay 
League, with headquarters in Hartford, 
Conn., was picked up by an amateur set 
and given to the show over a loud 
speaker situated in the middle of the 
large hall and was distinctly heard by 
those who crowded into the Coliseum 
when the doors were thrown open at 1 
p. m. Tuesday. 

Although more than 230 exhibitors 
had booths, making an array of exhibits 
unprecedented in radio show histery, the— 
amateur is not being overlooked. In 
fact he received marked attention. 

The various amateur displays were lo- 
cated in the south balcony. Probably the 
greatest interest was focused upon 9XBG, 
the short-wave broadcasting and receiy- 
ing station built and owned by E. T. Fie- 


welling, a Chicago radio engineer of 
Flewelling circuit fame. In a test Mon- 
day evening two-way communication 
was established with amateur stations in 
Connecticut and New York City. 

Among the thousands who visited the 
show were Miss Edith Bennett, the girl 
with the “perfect radio voice;"’ George 
H. Clark, chief engineer, Radio Corpora. 
tion of America; Laurence Cockaday, 
inyentor of the four-circuit receiver, ani 
Maj. J. Andrew White, famous broad- 
cast announcer. 

Two hours each day—from 11 a. m. 
to 1 p. m.—were devoted exclusively tv 
the transaction of business between the 
professional visitors and exhibitors. From 
1 p. m. until 11 p. m., the 100,000 square 
feet of exhibition space and all its won- 
ders and surprises belonged to the pub- 
lic at large. 

Very few orders were taken and many 
were turned down. It seems that the 
manufacturers of standard radio. seta 
and parts were there to help the jobbers 
handling their products, rather than to 
take new orders which they knew they 
could not fill and still be true to the 
jobbers who already have placed their 
orders. 

In answer to the question of why, 
they all stated that it wasn’t because of 
a shortage in material, but of time. That 
to fill the orders already on hand, giv- 
ing the necessary time to each set in 
order to produce as nearly a perfect 
product as possible, every minute of the 
24 hours is being utilized. 

There were glass-front sets, some o? 
them having entire glass cabinets of a 
beautifully tinted hue through which 
the inner workings of the set could be 
plainly seen. However, in almost every 
case, beauty and utility went hand in 
hand. The tendency of radio receiver 
manufacturers today is firmly set toward 
producing a set that will grace any 
boudoir, drawing room, library, or, in 
fact, any interior where beauty and 
service are appreciated. 

For the fan who likes to build his 
own there were on exhibition every kind 
and every style of radio accessory, even 
to the tools for the making of the set. 
From these exhibits, and from th: 
queries made of the exhibitors, it is cer- 
tain that the radio fan will be “build- 
ing his own’”’ for many years to come. 

Those who passed the display of the 
Zenith Radio Corporation saw the much 
heralded Donald Mix, radio operator of 
MacMillan’s Arctic ship, the Bowdoin. 
The Zenith” receiver and amplifier he 
used during the trip also were on view. 

Of .particular interest to many was the 
giant induction loud speaker suspended 
from the ceiling in the center of the 
building. Its deep, sonorous tones were 
powerful, yet clear and distinct to a re- 
markable degree. 

It is approximately three feet in diam- 
eter and quite unlike any other type ever 
before seen. The inventor was Dr. C. W. 


tories of the General Electric Co. 

The sounds it reproduced were “picked 
up” by a Radiola superheterodyne, am- 
plified by two separate banks of ampil- 
fiers, then passed on to 1-KW. tubes for 
further amplification before being passed 
to the loud speaker. It is still in ex- 
perimental form, but it is expected that 
when further improvements have been 
completed it will be available in commer: 


cial form. 
Tuesday's attendance broke all Coll- 


seum trade show records for crowds, 
even excéeding the high mark of last 
year, when-the radio popularity was be- 
lieved to have reached its peak. New 
York's best showing was easily passed. 

The completed count showed that 28.- 
“839 persons jammed the Coliseum on 
Wednesday afternoon and evening and 
this number might have been increased, 
had the police not closed the doors as a 
safety precaution. 

Because of the enormous crowd which 
found its way into the exhibition hall, 
the police were compelled, on several 
occasions, to close the doors each eve- 
ning around 8:30 o’clock. 

Investigation revealed that more could 
not be permitted without violating ths 
fire laws. Ticket sales were suspendei 
coincident to the closing of the doors. 

Motor cars were parked solidly for 
blocks in both directions from the ‘oll. 
seum, and at one time a waiting line of 
people extended as far as Sixteenth 
street, gradually working its way up to 
the ticket window. 

The exhibits show that the radio "te 
dustry as a whole is becoming stabilizel 
and standards of design have been de- 
veloped. A year ago when a broadcast 
listener attended a show, he left feel- 
ing that his set at home was gettinglold 
and out of date. Such is not the ca33 
this year. There have been no radical 
changes and no one has had occasion to 
feekthat a superheterodyne, neutrodyne 
or even a regenerative set purchased last 
winter or spring is obsolete today. 

The official banquet of the show, giv- 
en under the auspicés of the Radio Sec- 
tion of the Electric Club of Chicago 
took place in the Cameo KFRoom of th3 
Morrison Hotel on Thursday’ evening. 
More than 150 guests were present, 
Speakers of the evening were George H. 
Clark, Frank C. Thomas and Harry J. 
Marx. Ainslie A. Gray was toastmaster. 

Each afternoon and evening, feature 
programs were broadcast direct from 
the show by the following stations: 
WMAQ, WLS, WGN, KYW, WJAZ anil 
9XBG. 

Incidentally, WJAZ ts a self-contained, 
self-sustaining battery-operated broad- 
casting station, functioning entirely with- 
out any external sources of supply, and 
carrying its own collapsible antenna mast 
and antenna. 

The set is of 100-watt power and uses 
four 60-watt tubes, two of which are 
oscillators and two modulators. The 
battery supplies 24 volts with a total 
capacity of 320 ampere hours. This 
battery arrangement operates a 24-volt 
motor connected a 1500-volt generator 
which supplies the plate current for the 
transmitting tubes. The average radla- 
tion is 4 amperes operating on 268 me- 
ters. 

U. J. Herrmann is managing director 
of the show and James F. Kerr the gen- 
eral manager. Both are men of wide 
and successful experience in the busl- 
ness of entertaining the public as well 
ag pioneers in the presentation of radio 
information through the medium of 
great industrial exhibitions such as this 
past week's show at the Chicago Coli. 
seum. — 

With an attendance of 25,000 to mark
